Mrs. Woodard said her broth- 
er, Ray told her that about 30 
minutes later, Fred went to the 
restroom and when he came 
out he was bleeding profusely 
form the head. Ray said Raper 
ran out of the bathroom shortly 
after.

Residents are urged to wear 
long-sleeved shirts and pants 
while outdoors. Officials are 
hoping that cooler weather wil} 
drive some of the mosquitoes 
away.

Giant billboard protesting NAFTA 


A delegation of members of 
Congress headed by Democratic 
Majority Whip David Bonior 
(D-Michigan) and Representa- 
tive Tom Lewis (R-Florida) and 
Karen Thurman (D-Florida) 
Thursday received a giant bill- 
board bearing thousands of sig- 
natures from Florida farm.com- 
munities protesting the pro- 
"posed North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 

More than 200 Florida farm- 
ers who came to Washington 
last Thursday to participate in 
a rally against NAFTA made 
the presentation at the foot of. 
the Capitol. They were joined 
by other groups of people repre- 
senting business organizations 
and organized labor at the 
noontime gathering. 

The rally was organized by a 
coalition of Florida farm groups 
under the banner D.U.M.P 
(Defeat Unfair Mexican Pact) 
NAFTA.

Lewis and Thurman told the 
crowd that they, along with an 
overwhelming majority of the 
Florida Congressional delega- 
tion, are committed to defeating 
NAFTA. Twenty members of 
the Florida Congressional dele- 
gation are pledged to vote 
against NAFTA when it comes 
before the House of Representa- 
tives next month.

Crawford explained that 
existing competition between 
Florida and Mexico also Keeps 
food prices low. If Florida is 
pushed out of the market and 
Mexico has a monopoly, prices 
may rise. 

"Before Hurricane Andrew hit 
thé Miami area, Florida limes 
were selling at $8 a:box. After 
the storm, when Florida was 
out of the market, Mexican 
limes jumped to $25 a box," 
Crawford said. "Under the cur- 
rent system, Americans spend 
only 10 cents of every after tax 
dollar on food. It is the lowest , 
in the industrialized world. 
Why do we want to sacrifice 
this success?" 

"NAFTA is not a traáe agree- 
ment.
